Councils meet cost of 


theatre's roof repairs 



ESSENTIAL roof repairs to the Marine 
Theatre in Lyme Regis are expected to be 
carried out over the next month after the 
town council gave its final approval to a 
grant of £20,000 for the project, with a fur¬ 
ther £5,000 coming from West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

The town council first considered donating towards 
the much-needed repairs after the Marine Theatre was 
awarded £39,000 from the government’s Coastal Re¬ 
vival Fund in December last year. 

The grant was awarded on the grounds that the work 
should be completed by the end of March 2016. Hav¬ 
ing already spent around £12,000 on the front section 
of the roof a few years

further £7,500 towards 
repairs to the main roof 
section, the total cost of 


which is £71,500, so after being awarded the govern¬ 
ment grant it was still £25,000 short. 

The theatre’s new artistic director, Clemmie 
Reynolds, and David Edwards, chairman of Lyme 
Arts Community Trust (LACT), which runs the the¬ 
atre, asked the council at the end of last year if it 
would consider making up the shortfall to ensure they 
met the March deadline, and members agreed in prin¬ 
cipal to a £20,000 grant. 

The decision was finalised at an extraordinary meet¬ 
ing of the town council last week, from which the 
press and public were excluded, after councillors con¬ 
sidered potential financial risks set out by town clerk 
John Wright. 

He said it had been made clear to LACT that if there 
was any money left once the project was completed,

it must come back to the town council. 

Mr Wright reported that the theatre had chosen a 
preferred contractor who anticipated that the job 
would take 28 days to complete, which would be well 
in advance of the March 31st deadline, but he stressed 
that failure to spend the funding by this date was a 
risk to the council. 

He said that the most recent survey of the roof struc¬ 
ture was around five years ago, and there was no ma¬ 
terial concern arising from that visual inspection. 

The clerk added that, as there were adequate al¬ 
lowances and contingencies built into the client and 
contractor’s budget, this mitigated against the risk of 
an overspend. 

He believed the grant of up to £20,000 from the 
town council would be sufficient at this point, but 
pointed out the potential for an overspend existed and 
if this happened, LACT would inevitably look to the 
town council to commit further funding as there were 
no obvious other funding sources. 

However, the clerk added that the contract had been 
tendered for against a specification and the process 
was being managed by a qualified surveyor, which 
mitigated against the risks of time and cost overruns. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, said that the 
council had to seize the opportunity to support the

BERNARDO has become a well-known 
name in and around Dorchester, regularly 
entertaining with his guitar at a town cen¬ 
tre restaurant. 

He has been in Dorchester for several 
years, and has previously lived in Canada 
where he and his late wife, a playwright, 
often worked together on artistic projects. 


• YOU are known as Bernardo - what is your 
real name? 

Bernard Alan Aaron. I was born in Newcastle-on- 
Tyne but my grandparents were Russian and I've 
lived for more than 16 years in Canada. I studied 
guitar at Newcastle, London, and then Toronto 
at the Royal Conservatory of Music. I emigrated 
there in 1967. 

• HOW long have you been living in Dorset? 

I've been in Dorchester for over three years now, 
moving in July 2012. We went initially to 
Bournemouth in 2010. We came to area because 
my wife's daughter lived at Charlton Down. 

My wife was a playwright and poet and we 
worked together on several projects, including 
many for children's television in Canada and the 
stage. 

While we were in Canada I was also teaching 
guitar, sometimes up to eight classes in a week, 
and often at the weekend as well. 

• HAVE any of your works been published? 

Yes, several. I have had pieces published in Clas¬ 
sical Guitar and Guitar International , a Unicef 
Lullaby. Amongst them was a seven-page work 
"Sueno Espanol"in Guitar International back in 
1989. There have been many other pieces. 

Not all of them were published, including a 19- 
page piece, based on the surrender of Granada, 
Spain in 1492, after 780 years of Moorish Rule - 
the first movement, featured in the ballet 
'Mightier than the Sword.' 

• CAN you play in different styles? 

Yes, almost any, including English pieces. I've 
published variations on Greensleeves and 
pieces based on traditional Welsh and Scottish 
music as well as seven variations on the Coven¬ 
try Carol. 


• DO you have a favourite? 

I quite like pieces where the 
guitar is played in the style of a 
Balalaika, probably because my 
background is from that part of 
the world. 

• AND do you practise? 

Probably not as much as I 
should, but I will get the guitar 
out most days for a while. If I'm 
working on something I can 
play for hours, often forgetting 
what time of day or night it is. 

You can get quite lost in music. 

• DO you plan to continue 
playing? 

Yes, I enjoy it and people seem 
to enjoy me playing. I'm often 
at the ReLoved restaurant in 
South Street and also play at 
other venues, when asked. I can 
tailor the performance to what¬ 
ever style people would like. 

• AND composing? 

I have just completed a ballet 
for guitar and orchestra, 'Mightier than the 
Sword'working with orchestrator Ian Phillips- 
Kerr. We started working together about a year

ago and the piece runs to about 80 minutes. 

I started with the guitar and wrote pieces for 
other instruments around it. It's dedicated to my 
wife and the theme is the triumph of true, in¬ 
spired art... but I don't expect it to be per¬ 
formed for a long time because it's so 
complicated to get these things funded and or¬ 
ganised.

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Councillor walks out as grants discussed in private 


A LYME Regis councilor walked out of the 
Guildhall last week because he objected to a 
town council meeting being held in secret. 

Councillor Derek Hallett attended an extraordinary 
meeting of the full council to discuss the Marine The¬ 
atre. The meeting was held behind closed doors, with 
the press and public being excluded, as finance matters 
relating to the theatre were being discussed. 

After the meeting Councillor Hallett got up to leave 
when he was told the council intended to continue to 
look at the applications - but not make any decisions -

for the awards of major grants to local organisations in 
preparation for a public meeting tonight (Wednesday). 

The private meeting to discuss the grants was origi¬ 
nally scheduled for the following evening and Coun¬ 
cillor Hallett said he had not yet been provided with the 
documents on the grants applications, and therefore he 
considered the meeting to be illegal. 


He left the meeting but was later told that if he in¬ 
sisted on the pre-grants meeting going ahead as origi¬ 
nally scheduled, council officers were happy to meet 
with him but it was unlikely any other councillors 
would be present. Councillor Hallett declined, saying 
there would be no point having a meeting with just him 
present. 

At a previous meeting, Councillor Hallett expressed 
the view that the council were holding too many meet¬ 
ings in secret, saying: “This is Lyme Regis, not North 
Korea.”

Another fatality on deadly A35 


ONE person died and two others are fight¬ 
ing for their lives in hospital after a head-on 
crash on the A35 just outside Lyme Regis. 

The accident happened close to the Red 
Lane and Green Lane turnings, east of 
Hunters Lodge, on Saturday evening. 

Two vehicles were involved in the colli¬ 
sion at about 6pm. 

A police spokesperson said: “A 46-year- 
old woman from the Isle of Wight received 
fatal injuries. Two other occupants of the 
same vehicle remain in a critical condition 
in Derriford Hospital. 

“Next of kin have been informed and en¬ 
quiries are ongoing. 

“A Honda car from the Dorset area and a 
Vauxhall Zafira from the Isle of Wight were 
involved in the collision.” 

A spokesperson for South Western Ambu¬ 
lance Service said: “We were called to re¬ 
ports of a head-on crash involving six 
people, four in one car and two in the other.” 

Axminster town councillor Joy Raymond 
lives just off the A35, close to the site of last 
Saturday’s accident. 

She said: “I was alerted to the accident by 
a helicopter hovering above. It is absolutely 
horrific. Highways England [formerly High¬ 
ways Agency] really must address this ter¬ 
rible stretch of road. 

“There is clearly a problem, be it speed, 


signage or whatever. 

“I don’t know the reason for this accident, 
but there is never any harm in slowing traf¬ 
fic down the minute it hits the Devon bor¬ 
der.” 

She expressed a hope that Highways Eng¬ 
land could look at the stretch of last Satur¬ 
day’s accident when carrying out 
improvements to the nearby Hunters Lodge 
junction. The stretch of road from the Char- 
mouth roundabout to the Axminster turning 
is notorious for serious accidents. 

A female passenger of a car died in an ac¬ 
cident at Green way Head, near Raymonds 
Hill, in March last year. Three months later, 
in June, a man died in an accident involving 
a car and a lorry that collided near the Red 
Lane and Green Lane turnings. 

The nearby Hunters Lodge junction has 
been an accident blackspot for several years. 

Calls for safety measures were renewed 
after a string of fatal accidents. Two females 
died - one at the scene and one in hospital 
- after an accident in May 2013. 

This was followed by another fatal acci¬ 
dent, involving two vehicles, in which one 
person died in July of that year. 

The accidents in 2013 led to meetings and 
summits involving town and parish council¬ 
lors from Ax min ster and Uplyme, MP Neil 
Parish and the Highways Agency. 


Councillor Raymond was part of the cam¬ 
paign which eventually led to Highways 
England announcing a package of measures 
at Hunters Lodge. 

This will include a signal-controlled 
pedestrian crossing near Raymonds Hill 
Post Office, vehicle-activated signs that will 
flash warnings of traffic waiting to enter the 
A35 from side roads, longer turning lane 
markings on the side roads, the extension of 
the 40MPH limit further west towards the 
Axminster turning, and A35 road markings 
to give the impression that the carriageway 
is narrower to slow through-traffic. 

The work, costing an estimated £250,000, 
is expected to start in spring 2016. 

Campaigners wanted traffic lights at the 
junction, but this was ruled out by Highways 
England. 


the View From Lyme 
Regis: “My views on so 
many meetings behind 
closed doors are well 
known. We seem to go 
into committee at the drop 
of the hat and I think we 
have too many working 
parties. 

“I do not have a per¬ 
sonal computer and there¬ 
fore I cannot receive 


emails. I have requested all council documents in hard 
copy format, as did the mayor (Councillor Owen 
Lovell) before he became mayor. I did not get these 
documents. 

“It would have been a nonsense to have just me at a 
meeting with two officers.” 

The relevant grant documents were delivered to 
Councillor Hallett the following day. 

Councillor Hallett was not the first councillor to walk 
out of a meeting in recent weeks because it was being 
held behind closed doors. Councillor Stan Williams, 
chairman of the Town Management Committee, did 
likewise recently when the council held a private brief¬ 
ing to discuss the budget and possible grants. 

The council will be awarding major grants at an open 
meeting tonight (Wednesday) for the next four years 
with a budget of £382,800 to distribute.

Landslip spills over new seawall 


A SECTION of the new seawall 
along East Cliff in Lyme Regis 
was closed this week after 
landslips spilled over it. 

The slips saw mud pile up on 
the wall, built as part of the 
£19million stabilisation works 
completed last year, but West 
Dorset District Council said 
the movement was "well 
within the expected range". 

Council engineers inspected 
the site on Monday morning 
after questions were raised 
over whether the wall should 
be closed to the public. 

Councillor John Russell, West 
Dorset District Council portfo¬ 
lio holder for Environmental 
Protection and Assets, said: 
"The council is in the process 
of clearing up the debris that 
has spilled onto the new walk¬ 
way at East Cliff. 

"Our engineers have visited 
the site and have established 
that there has been some 
minor tension cracks. These 
are well within the expected 
range, so there is no need to 
close the sea wall to the pub¬ 
lic. 

"Our advice is to be cautious 
whenever walking by any cliffs 
that have been affected by the 
weather and to take heed of 
any warning signs that are in 
place." 

However, coastagurds were 
called to the scene on Tuesday 
afternoon and cordoned off a 
section of the wall after more 
land fell down.

Theatre roof repairs get go 
ahead after council grants

project, as the external funding was only 
available for a short time. 

Councillor Stephen Miller added that 
the council had a vested interest in mak¬ 
ing sure the building was sound. 

Town, district and county councillor 
Daryl Turner later announced that West 
Dorset District Council has also agreed 
to donate £5,000 to the repairs. 

Speaking at a previous meeting, 
Councillor Turner said that supporting 
the theatre with this grant was a “huge 
opportunity to get the elephant out of 
the room which has been around for 
ages”. 

Speaking after the council’s decision 
to approve the grant, Miss Reynolds 
from the theatre said: “It is fantastic 
news that the town and district councils 
are supporting our forthcoming roof 
works at the Marine The¬ 
atre. 

“Following receipt of a 
£39,000 government 

fund from the Coastal 
Revival Fund and 
£10,000 from our own 
fundraising, we were still 
£25,000 short. Lyme 
Regis Town Council has 
generously agreed to sup¬ 
port the works for up to 
£20,000 and West Dorset 
District Council will pro¬ 
vide £5,000. 

“As the government 
funding has to be spent 
by the end of March, this 
generosity by our local 
councils has enabled this 
essential work to go 
ahead. We are all very 
grateful and very much 


looking forward to a dry theatre, with 
works are due to begin in the next two 
to three weeks. 

■ LYME Regis Town Council is ex¬ 
pected to consider a second grant appli¬ 
cation from the Marine Theatre tonight 
(Wednesday), requesting £140,000 over 
the next four years for core running 
costs and improving accessibility, as 
part of the council’s major grants allo¬ 
cation. 

The council has previously offered the 
theatre £32,000 a year but this year the 
Marine was asked to submit a grant ap¬ 
plication along with other local organi¬ 
sations in an effort to make the process 
fairer. 

Twelve organisations have requested 
a total of £591,035 over four years, with 
a total budget of £382,800 available.

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More than 100 join anti-fracking protest

MORE than 100 locals and lovers of 
Lyme Regis alike took part in a 
friendly protest against fracking on 
Sunday morning. 

The group met at the Marine Parade 
shelters before carrying their anti¬ 
fracking placards and banners to the 
Pilot Boat Inn, where they found out 
more about the process of hydraulic 
fracturing for oil and gas from a num¬ 
ber of guest speakers. 

This "No Fracking Way" event was 
part of a national initiative to raise 
awareness about fracking and renew¬ 
able energy with35 others taking 
place around the UK. There was even 
a solidarity event that had taken place 
in Australia the night before to sup¬ 
port the cause. 

The event was organised by Lyme 
Regis residents Tracey and Simon 
West, who founded the Frack Free 
Lyme Regis group around the time 
the government went back on its pre¬ 
election promise never to frack in 
Areas of Outstanding Natural Beauty, 
Sites of Specialist Scientific Interest 
and under National Parks. 

Tracey said: "Currently, the nearest 
area that has been granted a PEDL 
(petroleum exploration development 
licence) is on the edge of Dorchester. 
The drilling required to search for fos¬ 
sil fuels is invasive enough, but if they 
get the go ahead to frack, we will cer¬ 
tainly know about it here in Lyme. 

"The lorry movements alone re¬ 
quired to deliver water to frack a sin¬ 
gle well are in excess of 1,000 and 
there are typically up to eight wells 
per square mile." 


Simon added:"An ex-insurance bro¬ 
ker suggested that any form of oil or 
gas extraction under houses in Dorch¬ 
ester would have insurers refusing to 
quote for properties.This is backed up 
by Alan Hudson from neighbouring 
Wells, who was quoted in the Wells 
Journal as having been refused home 
insurance by two different companies 
because he was in a potential fracking 
area. 

"A local resident said they believed 
fracking would never come to Lyme 
Regis, which is possibly true, but if the 
next block along the North Devon 
coast gets licensed then it would hap¬ 
pen in the places that our drinking 
water is sourced from. Leaks from the 
chemicals used in the process, could 
get into the water course, as they 
have done in the US, Australia and 
Canada. 

"Few have faith in the government 
promise that the UK will use better 
methods than the other countries; in 
the case of Pennsylvania in the US, 46 
per cent of wells from one company 
had environmental or health impact¬ 
ing violations reported to the Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency."

Public invited to comment 
on Coastal Community plan 


REGENERATION and development 
of seaside towns, ports, harbours and 
coastal areas such as Dorset is one pri¬ 
ority for the Department of Communi¬ 
ties and Local Government (DCLG), 
which has allocated funding for the es¬ 
tablishment of Coastal Community 
Teams around the English coast. 

These teams are writing Coastal 
Community Economic Plans and in 
Dorset there are a total of nine plans 
currently being written; eight cover 
specific coastal areas, including Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth, and one is a 
connecting document for the whole of 
the Dorset coast which gives an 
overview of all the areas. 

The plans are being written by the 
five Coastal Community Teams in 
Dorset. As well as Lyme Regis and 
Charmouth, these teams cover 
Christchurch, Bournemouth, Poole, 
Purbeck, Owermoigne, Chesil Bank, 
Burton Bradstock, Chideock, Sym- 
mondsbury, Weymouth, Portland, 
Bridport and West Bay. 

The teams bring together local busi¬ 
nesses, councils, organisations and 
communities along the coast and will 
include their potential projects within 
the economic plans. 

The plans will be submitted to the 
Department of Communities and Local 
Government (DCLG) at the end of 
January to help them shape the next 
wave of the Coastal Communities 
Fund, look at how coastal community 
areas can be regenerated and identify 
the needs of these communities. These 
plans will also be used by the Coastal 


Community Teams to help co-ordinate 
regeneration projects in their areas and 
set down economic plans that focus on 
coastal communities. 

The teams have followed the guid¬ 
ance set out by the DCLG to write the 
plans and these plans aim to highlight 
the needs of the community, the 
strengths, weaknesses, threats and op¬ 
portunities within the coastal commu¬ 
nity areas and potential projects which 
will help them to thrive. 

The plans were submitted to the 
DCLG last week and will be available 
for public comment until February 
26th and can be viewed online at 
http://bit.ly/10KPTG7. 

If you have any comments on the 
plans, send them via email to 
dorset.coast@dorsetcc.gov.uk or to 
suggest a project you would like to be 
included in the plans use the template 
available on the website and send it in. 

In July 2015 the Department of Com¬ 
munities and Local Government 
(DCLG) invited the creation of Coastal 
Community Teams and offered 
£10,000 to kick-start the teams. The 
main objective was to write an eco¬ 
nomic plan for their area by 
31/01/2016. 

In December last year, the Lyme 
Regis and Charmouth Coastal Com¬ 
munities Team secured almost £60,000 
government funding for local facilities, 
including the Marine Theatre, The 
Hub, Town Mill and Charmouth 
Coastwatch.

New electoral boundaries for county 
will come into affect at 2017 election 


NEW electoral boundaries for Dorset County 
Council have been approved by Parliament after 
an independent review. 

The Local Government Boundary Commission 
for England published its final recommendations 
for changes to the county’s electoral divisions last 
September following an eight-week public consul¬ 
tation. 

The new boundaries have now been made law by 
an order of Parliament and will come into effect at 
the next county council elections in May 2017. 

The changes mean Dorset voters will elect 46 
county councillors - one more than at present. 

Dorset will be divided into 40 county council 
areas called divisions, a reduction from the current 
42. Six of these divisions - Bridport, Dorchester, 
Femdown, Gillingham, Verwood and West Moors 

- will each be represented by two councillors. 

The new boundaries will not affect the Marsh- 

wood Vale ward, which includes Lyme Regis. This 
area is already represented by only one councillor 

- currently Councillor Daryl Turner, who also sits 
on the town and district councils. 

Two-councillor divisions have around twice the 
average number of voters and mean people can be 
represented fairly, without splitting communities 


in two. The other 34 divisions will each be repre¬ 
sented by an individual county councillor. 

Councillor Robert Gould, Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil leader, said: “We are grateful to everyone who 
took the time to give their views during the bound¬ 
ary review. By taking part they have helped to 
make sure that local people are represented fairly 
and in a way that reflects the changing make-up of 
our communities.” 

As well as representing local people from their 
own divisions, county councillors have a shared 
responsibility for council services provided to the 
418,000 Dorset residents and a total budget of 
£613million.

Reviews of electoral boundaries are done peri¬ 
odically to make sure that the number of voters 
represented by each councillor is roughly the 
same. The last review of Dorset County Council's 
boundaries was in 2004.

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The night Wogan came to town 


Lyme Matters

I T was a night many of us 
will remember with deep 
affection - especially after 
the unexpected death of na¬ 
tional treasure Sir Terry 
Wogan last weekend. 

Sir Terry was the consummate 
broadcaster, loved by his listeners, 
many of whom were members of 
his bizarre TOGS organisation, 
and admired by millions for his 
Children In Need work which 
helped to raise £800,000 million. 

The affable Irishman was the 
Emerald Isles’ greatest export and 


it is unlikely we will see his likes 
again gracing our TV screens or 
coming across the air waves. 

Sir Terry toyed with banking in 
his hometown of Limerick before 
becoming a reporter on his local 


radio station. He soon graduated to 
Radio One on the mainland and 
went onto become one of the most 
familiar faces in broadcasting with 
his own radio and television shows, 
such as “Blankety Blank”, and his 
irreverent commentaries on the 
European Song Concert. 

But his popularity was greatly 
enhanced by his marathon stints 
for Children In Need. 

Not long after his radio career 
started to take off in this country, 
I booked Sir Terry to compere the 
Miss Lyme Regis contest. It was 
August 1973. 

We organised a cocktail party at 
the Hotel Alexandra before the 
main event at the Woodroffe 
School, attended by 200 people. 

Shortly before he was due to 
make his appearance, Sir Terry 
phoned down to reception and said 
he had forgotten to pack his bow tie 
and could we get him a blue velvet 
one. At 8pm... in Lyme Regis... on 
a Friday evening! 

It just so happened that Nigel 
Fortnam, who was the PRO for 


Bass South West, one of our spon¬ 
sors, was wearing such a tie. Velvet 
was the height of fashion in those 
days. 

Sir Terry was soon meeting all 
our guests in his usual charming 
fashion, including Lyme Regis 
News editor David Cozens, who at¬ 
tempted to interview him but ad¬ 
mitted afterwards that Sir Terry 
interviewed himself and that he 
could not get a word in. 

The Irishman was hugely popular 
at the Miss Lyme Regis Ball, put¬ 
ting all the contestants at their 


ease and helping to make it one of 
the most successful events organ¬ 
ised by the Regatta and Carnival 
Committee. 

We had a drink afterwards in the 
bar of the Alexandra and he re¬ 
turned to London early the next 
morning. He must have enjoyed it 
as we got a mention in his autobi¬ 
ography. 

He also gave me a piece of advice. 
He told me to forget about being a 
journalist and to concentrate on be¬ 
coming a full-time compere! 



Council will be digging deep 


■ CASH-rich Lyme Regis Town 
Council meet tonight (Wednesday) 
to award major grants to local or¬ 
ganisations. 

The council - possibly the most 
generous in the South West - has 
budgeted a total of £382,800 to 
give away for major schemes in the 
town over the next four years. 

Twelve local organisations have 
applied for a total of £591,000 over 
that four-year period - so not all of 
them will be lucky to get their full 
amount. The council also gives 
away a further £31,300 every year 
in medium and minor grants. 

Don't ask where all this money 
comes from - but the town's organi¬ 


sations should be thankful. 

The largest amount being sought 
this evening is £140,000 over four 
years for the Marine Theatre to sup¬ 
port core running costs and im¬ 
proving accessibility. 

The council has consistently sup¬ 
ported the Marine, contributing 
around £500,000 since it was taken 
over as a trust. 

The next largest grant - £120,000 
over four years - is being sought by 
Lyme Regis Football Club which is 
launching a project to extend its 
minimum size pitch, construction 
of a covered area for spectators and 
building a new kitchen to cater for 
functions.

Community week to 
welcome the Arrows 


IF the Red Arrows are able to 
visit Lyme Regis during the 
summer months a week of 
community events will be or¬ 
ganised to celebrate the occa¬ 
sion. 

The RAF’S crack aerobatic team 
has been giving displays in Lyme for 
more than 40 years, all but one of 
them being held during Lifeboat 
Week. 

But this year the Arrows will be 
making a charge, believed to be in 
the region of £13,000. Lifeboat 
Week organisers felt they were un¬ 
able to commit their charity funds to 
meeting such a fee. 

Recognising that Red Arrows’day 
was one of the busiest of the summer 
for Lyme Regis, attracting thousands 
of people to the town, the View from 
Lyme Regis, backed by the Lyme 
Regis Business Group, launched an 
appeal to raise the money. 

Lyme Regis Town Council gave its 
backing to the initiative by agreeing 
to underwrite the cost should there 
be a shortfall in the fundraising. 

A local company which wishes to 
remain anonymous gave their sup¬ 
port by guaranteeing a significant 
donation for 2016 and future years to 
maintain the Arrows’ long associa¬ 
tion with the town. A Red Arrows’ 
100 Club (see panel left) in which 
100 members donate £100 has also 


been launched and other individual 
donations have been forthcoming. 

The Arrows are unable to give their 
display during Lifeboat Week this 
year because the pilots are on annual 
leave. But a provisional date for the 
Red Arrows’ return has been pen¬ 
cilled in and will be confirmed or oth¬ 
erwise in the next few weeks. 

If Lyme is included in the schedule 
of summer displays, it has been 
agreed through the mayor’s office 
that a community week of events will 
be put together. 

Local organisations will be offered 
free use of the market area on the 
seafront for one of the days to pro¬ 
mote and fund raise for their group. 


In return, they will have to supply at 
least four collectors during the Red 
Arrows display. Fifty per cent of the 
money collected will go towards pay¬ 
ing for future visits by the Arrows 
with the remaining 50 per cent being 
divided between the six local organi¬ 
sations.

“It’s a radical, revolutionary body confidence 
workshop that gently challenges you to look at 
your body, the precious vehicle that carries you 
around, and in an empathetic, safe environment, 
explore a few fun ways to learn to love the skin 
you are in. 

“After a very uplifting talk and some stand-up 
poetry about why we need to be happy with the 


person who stares back at us in the mirror, you will 
be given the opportunity to remove or adjust your 
clothing so you can pay attention to the parts of 
your body that have been labelled and are the 
cause of ridicule, abuse, pain or regret.
